| houſe? for Cards, or any of the ſinful Diver- 
ſions of the Age? God forbid ! What Excuſe 
will you, my Brethren, make at the great Day, 
if you neglect this great Salvation, which your 
precious and immortal Souls depend upon your 
Care and Conſideration of now? Then do not, 
O do not, my dear Brethren, negle& it; let 
not the Things of this Life be a Means of 
making you forget your immortal Souls.
